That producers are not considered com- 
petitors is plainly indicated by the fact 
that any producer may rent or lease a 
house from the Shuberts, with a proviso, 
of course. The leases are being handed 
out to producers at a price they con- 
sider very fair, and one that enables 
the producer to make money. 

On the other hand, many producers 
feel that the arrangement may be con- 
sidered a good one for them, since they 
are assured out-of-town bookings and thea- 
ters witsout going to the extent of 
actually ajng to Chicago, Boston or 
elsewhere ic .get the house themselves.

to procure. 

There are not more than a dozen caba- 
rets in Paris that dare charge prices high 
enough to permit them paying American 
orchestras American salaries. To save 
the management of the Ambassadeurs 
restaurant from bankruptcy, Paul White- 


in’s orchestra and the entire rence 
Mills troupe were compelled to “double” 
at the Champs Elysees Music Hall— 
which meant long hours and hard work. 
This same manager has canceled prac- 


tically all foreign acts for the present— 
and he’s one of the most ent: rprising and 
successful theatrical and cabaret mana- 
gers in France. Most of the French caba- 
rets that do support an American jazz 
} 


ave a large French d e orchestra ana 
imply a “skeleton” jazz band of five or 
six musicians and onlv two or three of 
them genuine Americans Present condi- 
tions force them to do this and there is 


little prospect of these conditions chang- 
ing—unless for the worse. 

At present the French government is 
Waging a campaign of economv ind en- 
deavoring to cut the cost of living Partly 
in sincerity and partly as a “crand-stand 
play”, the government places most of the 
blame for hich food costs om the “chie” 
restaurants and cabarets 

Conditions in France are not funda- 
mentally bad, but they have reached the 
point where the government is obliged to 
at least make a show of acting—and they 
are going to put the erews on the AMINA. 
ment seekers and the foreigners to begin 
with, and the degree to which they will 
do this will depend creatly on whether 
the present “conservatives” or the “radi- 
cals” are in power during the coming sea- 
son. 

As far as musicians are concerned the 

itnation can be summed un as follows: 
There is a superabundance of good. fair 
ind bad musicians in Paris and thruout 
France Many of them are earning a 
slim living hy erenading the cheap 
“beaneries” and cafes—it’s rare that you 
can eat a meal in any moderate-priced 
restaurant anvwhere in Paris or ont of 
it without being entertained (7) hy from 
two to four and five crouns of mn icians, 
ome excellent plavers an one them. who 
depend on the pennies they pick up for 
their living Decent lodgings: at reason- 
able cost are almost impossible to he had 


in Paris, and conditions in most other 
French cities are almost as had 
Contracts made in America are not en- 


forceable over here. and foreign musi- 
cians not knowing the “ropes” over here 
would do well to investigate hefore leap- 
ing. If you have dollars to spend and 
want an enjoyable vacation, come right 
along. Living in Paris is still compara- 
tively cheap on that basis alongside of 
New York.

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Who's Who in Orchestras 
ERNIE GOLDEN—Pianist 


Ernie Golden, whose heavy-artil- 
lery voice entertains and amuses 
thousands every night. was born in 
Boston some 40-odd years ago He 
started his musical studies at the 
New England Conservatory of Music, 
where he learned to play piano, and 
later took up harmony, theory and 
composition under Gustave Strube. 
In 1916 he trekked to the West and 
enrolled in the music school of the 
University of Minnesota. 

Following his studies at the uni- 
versity and several unimportant posi- 
tions, Golden migrated to Broadway 
and won a place as leader of the 
Greenwich V?llage Follies for two 
seasons Then he became ambitious 
and began to compose individual 
numbers and a light opera. In 1928 
Golden organized his ffirst orchestra, 
after having acquired’ his experience 
as a director of several musical 
shows. 

At the start Golden and his Band 
toured the country, with Golden de- 
signing his own scenery and lighting 
effects and arranging his own music. 
Later, he invaded vaudeville, where 
he remained for one year, and then 
branched out as a recording artist, 
making records with his orchestra 
for Columbia, Brunswick and Edison. 

Golden, however, was not national- 
ly known until he became an estab- 
lished radio artist over WMCA. In 
June, 1924, he appeared for the first 
time at the Hotel McAlpin, New 
York, he!ping to celebrate the open- 
ing of the roof garden. He was a 
success from the start, and in Sep- 
tember of the same year he trans- 
ferred himself and band to the grill 
room of the hotel from where he 
now broadcasts nightly. 

Ernie Golden has built up a large 
radio following Scarcely a week 
passes that he doesn’t receive from 
three to five hundred letters from 
admirers. Publishers and songwrit- 
ers who are acquainted with Ernie 
and his popularity frequently ask 

m to try out new tunes over

Golden also is a composer and has 
coauthored a dozen songs which 
have been published by the leading 
firms.

Night Clubs Battle 
Law of Averages 


NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—In addition to 
the police, fire and health departments, 
New York night clubs have to wage a 
continuous battle with the law of aver- 
ages and the limited number of persons 
who seek the thrills of night club life. 

“The average night club in New York 
hasn’t a Chinaman’s chance to make a 
go of it,” a former night club owner re- 
marked the other day. “In the first 


place, night clubs have passed the novel- ° 


tv stage,-and a hundred night clubs and 
speakeasies have to depend upon the 
same few thousand night clubbers for 
business. Club owners also have to 
compete with first-class hotels, which 
offer dancing and _ entertainment and 
charge half the prices demanded by 


* most night clubs. 


“When some person opens a new night 
club he circularizes the same class of 
people that other owners do from time 
to time, and unless an owner has some 
featured attraction he can’t expect much 
of a draw. 

“The average night club show is most- 
ly singing and dancing, and in a club 
where liquor is barred it has no thrill 
for the patrons. When a person gets a 
few drinks in his system everything 
looks good, and he is ready to whoop 
things up and pay any price for his 
fun. But that same show will pall on 
the sober mind 

“Night clubs are up against the old 
law of supply and demand, and there is 
not enough of a demand to make the 
business profitable for more than 25 per 
cent of the clubs. Another handicap 
with which club owners have to contend 
is the common opinion that most night 
clubs are constantly frequented by gun- 
nen, which makes many who might pat- 
ronize night clubs afraid to enter them 

“One must also take into consider- 
ation that if a person adds a little more 
money to the cover charge of a first- 
class night club he can see a much bet- 
ter show and get a meal for about one- 
third of what he has to pay for it in a 
club. The night club no longer is a nov- 
elty, nor is it an institution. It belongs 
to the restless thrill seekers, but their 
number is not sufficiently large enough 
to make the average night club, and 
even some of the better grade, a paying 
proposition. I've tried it and I know.”

L. WOLFE GILBERT—Lyricist 


L. Wolfe Gilbert was born in Odessa, 
Russia, in 1886, and at the age of 10 
months was brought to Phi'ade!lphia by 
his parents. At the age of 14 he quit 
school and began work in a cigar fae- 
tory. \ few weeks later he lost his job 
und ran away to New York, landing in 
Union square with only a quarter in his 
pocket. 

For several years Gilbert wrote paro- 
dies and sold them for whatever he could 
get. He had a hard time keeping body 
and soul intact. He wanted to write 
original songs, but his acquaintances ad- 
vised him to forget the idea and stick 
to parodies. ri'bert disregarded the ad- 
vice and eventually placed a song with 
a firm, which later went into bank- 
ruptcy. 


Following a long period of want, 
hardships and discouragement, Gilbert 


pluced Mammys Shufflin Dance with a 
Chicago firm and thru his own efforts 
started it on the road to success. Next 
he teamed’ with the late Luis Muir and 
wrote Waiting ‘or the Robert E. Lee. 
H?tchy Koo and other hits. As a reward 
for these successes F., A. Mills put him 
under contract and Gilbert delivered hits 
until Mills retired from the publishing 
field. 

Then Gilbert became professional man- 
ager and staff writer for Jos. W. Stern 
& Company, and coauthsred My Little 
Dream Girl, Sweet Adair, Lily of the 
Valley and others. After quitting Stern, 
Gilbert turned publisher and took as a 
partrer Anatol Friedland, his collabora- 
tor. In the meanwhile they also played 
big-time vaudevil’s. Two years later they 
closed shop, afier having written and 
published Are You From Hedcven? and 
others. 

Gilbert tried freelan¢Ging for a while, 
tired of it an? took another crack at the 
publishing end. He wrote and released 
Down Yonder, My -Budding Rose and 
othérs, then disposed of his catalog and 
resumed free'ancing. 

Shortly after quitting the publishing 
field Gilbert composed a song which 
struck the fancy of Leo Feist. Gilbert 
placed the song with Feist and joined 
the staff. Since then Gilbert has forged 
to the front again as a consistent hit 
writer and has coauthored for Feist O 
Katharina, I Miss My Swiss, Hugo, 
Don’t Wake Me Up Let Me Dream, 
Calling Me Home and others, 

Gilbert has had hundreds of songs 
published, has had his share of hits and 
has earned hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in royalty.

Albert Browne Airs His Views 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—Albert Browne, 
who conducts an orchestration service in 
the Gaiety Theater Building, thinks the 
publishers should be more careful and 
inquisitive when handing out dance or- 
chestrations. On numerous occasions per- 
sons loaded with dance orchestrations 
from the various publishing houses have 
come to his office and offergd him 10 and 
12 numbers in exchange fay one or two 
hot tunes published out of town. In every 
instance Browne has chased the grafters 
out of his office. 

Browne, formerly a musical director 
for Cohan and’ Harris, Dillingham and 
Al Woods, is convinced that most of the 
publishers waste money by not using 
a uniform dance orchestration. 

“Take these two orchestrations,” he 
said. “The first can be mailed to the 
Pacific Coast zone for 4% cents, where- 
as the second ealls for 14 cents postage 
for the same trip. Many of the dance 
orchestrations are too large and too 
heavy. One publisher told me he has 
been saving $1,500 every month by keep- 
ing the orchestrations uniform in_ size 
and by using a slightly lighter grade of 
paper. And these are phases of the 
business that should be given careful at- 
tention.” 


The Source of Popular Songs 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—The layman 
otten wonders where a popular song- 
writer gets his ideas for new numbers. 
Well, like dreams, they frequently pop 
into a writer’s brain. or head, if you 
prefer the second word, unexpectedly. 

A few weeks ago, for instance, Moe 
Siegel, who was reared in the silk busi- 
ness, was standing on Broadway with 
Jack Meskill for a companion Meskill, 
having been a ball player in the Federal 
League, is accustomed to pulling things 
out of the air.

When Phil Kornhesier, 
professional manager for Leo Fejst, Inc., 
released it most of the wiseacres thought 
he was crazy, but it fooled the smart 
alecks and was a sensational hit. 

Ever since then Phil and Al have been 
looking for a similar number, but never 
had the good fortune to get hold of one 
until a week ago when Al hit upon a sob 
ballad entitled I Know I Shouldn't Cry 
Over You, But I Do. Phil thinks it is 
a “wow”, much better than the Aching 
Heart ditty, and song experts say one 
doesn’t have to know how to sing to get 
a hand; it sings itself into the hearts 
and handkerchiefs of an audience, pro- 
vided some one will speak the words to 
the rhythm of the tune. The chances are 
a mad rush by warblers will be made for 
the number as soon as Kornheiser can 
get it into print.

More Than $6,000 Profit 
Made by Muny Opera This Year 


sT. LOUIS, Oct. 9.—Following a recent 
meeting of the Board of Directors of the 
Municipal Theater Association, announce- 
ment was made that David E. Russell 
had been reappointed manager for an- 
other period of two years. Mr. Russell 
has held this post for eight years, as he 
has directed the Municipal organization 
since it was organized, and it is largely 
due to his shrewd guidance that the an- 
nual season of summer opera in St. Louis 
has developed into the only self-paying 
civie opera season in the world. An- 
nouncement Was also made that a profit 
of $6,272.46 had been realized on the 1926 
season, and this is over and above all 
operative expenses for the season of 12 
weeks, during which three performances 
had to be canceled on account of rain and 
unfavorable weather resulted in light at- 
tendance at several other performances. 

The Municipal Opera Theater Associa- 
tion enjoys the unique distinction of hav- 
ing suffered a loss in but one season, 
which was the initial season in 1919, 
when the guarantors had to pay $11,000. 
This sum, however, was returned in 1922 
out of the profits made in 1920, 1921 and 
1922 

The past season was the second one of 
12 weeks’ duration, and the receipts and 
attendance were the largest in the history 


of the Association; also the expenses 
reached a new high mark because of the 
most expensive cast ever engaged, more 


elaborate costuming, as well as many im- 
provements at the Municipal Theater. The 
report of the auditors is a most intercs:- 
ing one, and the principal items are given 


as follow Total income for the year, 
$368,128.07, which is an increase of 
$35,000 over 1925. This income was made 


of $348,913.50 from ticket sales and 
$19,241.57 from advertising in the pro- 
gram, as well as from concessions, inter- 
est and membership dues. Total expendi- 
tures amounted to $361,855.61; the larg- 
est items of expense being $10.727.03 for 
salaries, casts, chorus and technical di- 
rectors; $79,963.21 for stage settings and 
salaries for stage employees; $55,428.15 
for salaries of mentolans and royalties 
and production rights of operas: $27.- 
$55.46 for maintenance of association's 
offices, salaries of offices, ticket office em- 
ployees and other g eral office expenses ; 
$19,368.38 for costumes for 12 operas; 
bi 895.08 for publicity expense: $20.- 

67.41

Agnes Nichols, & marcel - waved. 
pleasingly — plump, flirty-eyed, sizzling 
brunet soubret, sister of Winnie, dom- 
inates the other feminine principals in 
scenes, numbers and specialties. As a 
comedienne in several scenes Agnes was 
of material aid to the comiques in work- 
ing up bits. In a Chinatown scene her 
Chinatown Rose characterization enabled 


her to interpret and portray the way- 
ward girl in lines, actions and song re- 
cital, emotionally dramatic in a highly 


commendable manner. 


In soubret costume leading numbers, 


in a specialty, and especially in a Span- 
ish she awl manipulation, Agnes gave a 
flash of form admirable. 

Abe Gore, for several seasons a 
“patsy” for featured comiqu is ap- 


pearing to much better adv: antag this 
season as comique a la crepe-face 
Hebrew. Gore’s present makeup is better 
suited to his short stature. <A season 
with Jackson, under the directing man- 
agement of “Doctor” Morris, will, in all 
probability, develop the talent of Gore 
sufficiently well to make him an asset 
to any show. 

Mae Loraine, a marcel-waved brunet, 
with a slender, shapely form, put her 
numbers over effectively a la blues sing- 
ing specialist.

Frank DuFrane, a _  clear-dictioned, 
manly appearing, vocalistic straightman. 
handled his bits modestly in the first 
part, and sufficiently aggressive in the 
second part to put more pep into the lines 
and actions of the comiques, thereby aid- 
ing them materially in. strengthening 
their comedy punches. 

Winnie Nichols, the smaller of the 
Nichols Sisters, evidently aims at a fea- 
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tured comedienne role, for when it comes 
to characterizations, be it a hick or a 


chinky maid of the Orient, Winnie is a 
winner. 

The Nichels, in hick characterizations, 
put over a comedy singing and dancing 
specialty that wowed them at the Star. 

Mae Mason, a pretty, petite, bobbed- 
brunet soubret, is new to us, but will 
prove a welcome addition to the ranks 
of singing and dancing soubrets, for she 
has all of the essentials, youth, beauty, 
talent and ability 

Harry and Kitty Ramear, a classy 
juvenile and personally attractive in- 
genue-soubret, worked well in scenes, and 
in a dancing specialty a la Spanish can 
hold their own with many of the self- 
termed Argentine dancing specialists. 

The chorus runs to mediums with 
pretty faces. who sang in harmony, 
danced in unison, and in a_ pickout 
Charlestoned—single, double and ensem- 
ble—like specialists, with personality, 
plus pep, and in union suits of. silk 
flashed their slender, symmetrical forms 
in competition with Broadway beauties. 

A full-stage set minstrel first part, with 
the masculines in tux. attire and the 
feminines in white satin minstrelmen 
costumes, enabled Manager Morris as in- 


terlocutor to prove that he has lost none 
of his own acting ability.

There is more story to 
most films, and there is more and better 
acting by the principals, but it is all 
like rice pudding without the cream. In- 
consistencies creep in now and then and 
everything happens for the worst, except 
that the hero reclaims himself, leaves 
Paris and goes back to the hinterland 
in Wisconsin to start from the ground 
up in the foundry works his mother sold 
at the behest of a designing husband. 
The hero had gone thru the war, suffered 
telltale marks, lost his mother, become 
a Gigolo, a term applied to cafe parasites; 
had soundly trounced the man who drove 
his mother to ruin, and in a fit of 
reminiscence, fired by the sight of the girl 
he left behind in Wisconsin, hits the 
trail for home, where in a flash every- 
thing ends happily. How he got home is 
not supposed to be questioned, but he 
got there, and emerges from a day’s 
work in the foundry looking like a 
fashion plate.

His every effort fails, even to the foment- 
ing of hatred among natives for the 
owner of Paradise Island, and he takes 
the easiest way out—suicide. 

Betty Bronson plays opposite Sills as 
the girl in the case. She looks attrac- 
tive but offers little in the way of acting. 
Beery is again the artist as a crude vil- 
lian, and Charlie Murray contributes a 
laugh or two, tho mild, as Lord Lumley, 
who is crazy about dice and women. 

Paradise was made under the man- 
agement of Ray Rockett, who, with his 
brother, Al Rockett, produced Abraham 
Lincoln, classic of three seasons ago. 
There is no comparison between the two 
films.

Four members of the association, who 
are playing in the Columbia Burlesque 
wheel’s production of The Cat and the 
Canary, and who refused to withdraw 
from that production when notified that 
the terms of their contracts violated 
Equity’s minimum conditions, have been 
suspended for cause by the council. Un- 
til they obtain reinstatement from the 
council no member of Equity or of the 
Chorus Equity Association may play in 
any company with any of them without 
becoming liable to a similar penalty. 

At its meeting of September 21 the 
council suspended Mabel Estelle. One 
week later it suspended Russ Carter and 
June Floodas, and canceled the Honorable 
Withdrawal Card hefd by Louise Sanford 
and then suspended: her. 

The council wishes it understood that 
these players, and others who, like them, 
are suspended for cause, will ftnd it more 
difficult to obtain reinstatement than they 
appear to suppose. Just what the council 
intends to require has not been an- 
nounced, but we warn members not to be- 
lieve the statement of interested managers, 
who, it is alleged, have asserted that a 
simple application for reinstatement at 
the beginning of the next season will be 
sufficient.

Textile Strikers Make Motion Picture 


A seven-reel motion picture, entitled 
The Passaic Teztile Strike, has been com- 
pleted for propaganda by. this newest 
branch of the American Federation of 
Labor. The first reel shows conditions 
in the mills and homes which led to the 
strike, while the remainder of the picture 
is made up of strike scenes. It is aimed, 
primarily, to acquaint American labor 
with the conditions of the textile industry 
in Northern New Jersey. 

Religious Scruples and Layoffs Without Pay 

The Actors’ Equity Association has al- 
ways been very tender toward conscien- 
tious scruples of any kind—up to the 
point where they might adversely affect 
the welfare of others who might not share 
them. A recent case of this sort came 
to light when a prominent manager's of- 
fice wrote: 

“In my company we have an actor 
whose contract stipulates that he can- 
not give performances on the evening of 
September 17 or the matinee of Septem- 
ber 18, this being the Day of Atonement. 
Our contract with the theater, where the 
attraction wil play, also stipulates that 
no performances are to be given Friday 
night, September 17, or Saturday mati- 
nee, September 18. The fact that the 
star of the attraction is not performing 
on those holy days, and no stipulation 
whatsoever having been made in the con- 
tracts of the other members of the cast. 
prompts me to request a ruling from you 
regarding the payment of salaries to the 
artists for the week of September 13, 


where no performances will be given 
Friday night or Saturday matinee.” 

Equity sympathized with this star in 
his determination not to play on his holy 
day, and felt that the manager had done 
a fine thing in agreeing to abandon two 
performances because of his religious 
convictions. But in Equity there are so 
many people whose personal and religious 
beliefs and practices cover such a range 
anal run the gamut of requirements so 
thoroly, that it would be a difficult, even 
a dangerous, thing to do to establish a 
precedent of this sort. ; 

For there might come, in time, a 
Seventh Day Adventist star, who could 
not play on any Saturday, or the featured 
member of a revue who might be re- 
quired to wear sackcloth and ashes on 
Ash Wednesday. The possibilities of 
this, you see, are endless. So the council 
instructed the executive secretary to re- 
ply to the request, pointing out: 

“It would be a hazardous thing for us 
to allow a layoff without salaries because 
of a certain actor’s religious scruples, 
While we deeply respect all such scruples, 
yet the Actors’ Equity Association is 
made up of all sects and races, many of 
whom hold religious views unique to 
themselves, 

“When an actor insists upon a special 
condition, and the manager out of the 
goodness of his heart agrees to same, it 
must not be made a cause of loss to 
others in the cast, nor must it involve a 
reduction of the basic terms of the con- 
tract.” 

The star laid off the Friday night per- 
formance, September 17, and the mati- 
nee, September 18, but the remainder of 
the company was paid for those two per- 
formances.

Many prominent New 
York managers have expressed them- 
selves as anxious to help ambitious 
chorus people; they think that the chorus 
is the proper training school for the 
stage. And they have been discouraged 
at the lack of material. You are in a 
profession that requires study. The 
small bits that any one can play without 
training are paid for accordingly. There 
is plenty of room at the top—if vou are 
qualified to reach there. But you won't 
reach the top by wishing. If you have 
ability, hard work will put you there. 

Chorus Equity members are not per- 
mitted to accept a bonus in lieu of the 
salary for which they have asked. The 
amount of money you are to receive each 
week must be stated in your contract. 
The manager who offers you a bonus 
does so in order to evade paying for the 
extra performances that you may give— 
you may be sure that you are going in 
nine-performance territory if a bonus is 
suggested. The reason one manager gave 
for not wishing to write the correct 
salary in the contract was that, if he 
wished to cut salaries he would have to 
give a two weeks’ notice of the cut. If 
he gave a bonus he would not have to 
give a notice, he could withdraw the 
bonus at any time. 

In other words, if you feel that you 
cannot go on the road for less than $40 
a week and accept $35 and a bonus you 
may find, when you get far from New 
York, that you are getting only $35 and 
the only thing that you can do is to give 
your notice and pay your own fare home. 
The association does everything in its 
power to protect you; no association can 
protect you against your own foolishness, 
* The new due period starts on November 
1, 1926. Pay your dues early and avoid 
the 25-cent delinquency fine. We are 
anxious to see which company will come 
in first 100 per cent paid to May 1, 
1927.

THE SCENIC ARTISTS’ BALL (re- 
ported in full in last week's issue of The 
Billboard) was such a tremendous suc- 
cess that plans are already under way for 
another affair next fall.

The fall meeting of the Tent and 
Repertoire Managers’ Protective As- 
sociation, Inc., is just in the offing. 

A vote of the membership is now 
being taken to determine the date and 
place. ; 

Present indications, as well as the 
indications of the last several weeks, 
sti betray a certain amount of apathy, 
on the part of both members and non- 
members, toward the new organization. 

Positive feeling is lacking in many 
quarters. 

One of the most troublesome doubts 
in the situation seems to be focused 
upon the Actors’ Equity Association 
and its interest in the tent and reper- 
toire men’s organization. 

There seems to be a stubborn idea in 
the minds of most managers that 
Equity is going to derive some tremen- 
dous benefit from the organization or 
Equity wouldn't be so interested in it. 

Granting, for the sake of argument, 

t Equity would benefit from the suc- 
cess of the tent and repertoire organiza- 
tion, is it not just as reasonable to ask 
why Equity should concern itself in a 
situation from which it would not de- 
rive some benefit? 

Now, just what is Equity going to 
get out of it? 

From available figures it is learned 
that Equity actually loses money by 

irrving the tent and repertoire actors.

With these 
out of the way, and with stage produc- 
tions restricted to a few of the !arger 
cities, the well-known octopus will be 
in his paradise and the dramatic man- 
agers and actors will be but small 
factors in the entertainment world. 

So, naturally, it may be as much a 
question of self-preservation as any- 
thing else with Equity 

You can't blame it for that. 

But now look at the other side of the 
matter. 

What benefit will the tent and reper- 
toire managers derive from having 
Equity working with—and for—them? 

The best answer to this is to point 
to what Equity has already done. 

What Equity did for the tent shows 
in Texas, California, Monmouth, IIL, 
and other places, it can do right along. 

What it did practically alone ought 
to be sufficient assurance of what it 
can do with the co-operation of the 
managers. 

Equity already is a going concern. 

It can, with little trouble, put the 
machinery of its highly effective or- 
ganization to work in the interests of 
the tent and repertoire business. 

In fighting discriminatory legislation 
in counteracting malicious propaganda, 
in acquiring prestige with the public, 
and in the influence which it can exert 
as a result of its solid position, Equity 
is worth a fortune to the tent and 
repertoire industry. 

Another thing Equity has been in- 
strumental in bringing about is the re- 
duced royalty scale and early release on 
late Broadway hits, making it possible 
for the tent, repertoire and stock com- 
panies to play these bills in the same 
season as the metropolitan productions. 
The money saved—and the extra money 
made—by the users of these bills, not 
to mention the new position to which 
the companies are raised as a result of 
substituting first-class, up-to-date plays 
for the makeshift, obsolete and time- 
worn bills formerlv in use, is worth 
many times more than anything Equity 
asks. 

If the tent and repertoire managers 
cannot see in all of these benefits 
enough reasons for working hand in 
hand with Equity for their mutual ad- 
vantage, there might as well not even be 
another meeting of the T. R. M. P. A. 

Of the various small grievances that 
exist there is no need to make extended 
mention here. 

A few objections have been raised 
to certain clauses in the constitution 
and by-laws of the new organization, 
and to the contract conditions and other 
requirements of the Equity shop. 

There is only one thing to do about 
matters of this kind, and that is to 
bring them up in. conference. 

Equity will be glad to consider all 
questions, and to meet the managers 
half way in adjusting any reasonable 
complaints. 

The important thing is for the man- 
agers to be on hand—and voice their 
sentiments. 

If a sufficient number is on hand, 
and if they make their wishes known 
in definite terms, they will get what 
thev want. 

The managers stand to win or lose a 
creat deal. 

For many of them, the preservation 
of their business hangs in the balance. 

If they want protection and assurance 
for their future welfare, the fall meet- 
ing of the T. R. M. A. will be their 
chance to get it.

“Broadway” 


Broadway is the kind of a play that 
makes—or ought to make—anybody 
wonder why playwrights and producers 
will waste time and money on blatant 
sex junk when dozens of real dramatic 


ideas like this one can be found around 
the corner. 
The New York wiseacres, as usual, 


are saying that Broadway is one of 
those things that could have been writ- 
ten by anyone. 

It was merely a matter of putting a 


lot of obvious facts on paper, they 
claim. 
According to this argument, anyone 


could have written the same stories of 
New York turned out by O. Henry. 

But nobody did. 

In both cases it required the faculty 
for observation and for the transference 
of observations into terms of reality 
from the viewpoint of audience or 
reader. 

There is a difference between this 
and writing with only the box office 
in mind, 

The success of Broadway is not due 
solely to the fact that it is a timely 
melodrama about bootlegging and kin- 
dred occupations; nor to its perennially 
effective fight between two men over 
a girl; nor even to the ideal cast as- 
sembled to interpret the action. 

The outstanding point in favor of 
this play of the hour is that there are 
big thoughts back of it, in it and all 
thru it. 

In the last few minutes of the final 
act alone there is more dramatic food- 
stuff than is contained in half a dozen 
other plays put together. 


Screen Adaptations 


The screen adaptations of some pop- 


ular plays might more fittingly be 
called “screen mutilations” of the 
works, 


A case in point is the film version of 
George Kelly’s worthy comedy, The 
Show-Off. 

What the moving picture producers 
didn’t do to The Show-Off isn’t worth 
mentioning. 

The plot has been changed. The 
older daughter and her husband have 
been thrown out of the picture and the 
part of the mother, one of the highly 
important figures in the play, has been 
reduced to almost nothing. A bobbed- 
hair flapper neighbor is wished on Joe 
for a sweetheart, and the automobile 
accident is played up for a typical movie 
“flash” scene. 

Instead of using the original witty 
lines for subtitles, the editor of this 
particular work has substituted a lot 
of labored and unfunny expressions. 

C. W. Goodrich, the original father 
in the stage production, repeats his 
good work on the screen. Gregory 
Kelly, in his well-known legitimate 
style, plays Joe. Ford Stering has the 
title role. 

The result is amusing in its way, but 
it fails to give those who never saw the 
stage version a genuine idea of the 
play George Kelly wrote. 

The Show-Off may have been an out- 
standing piece of native dramatic writ- 
ing, but nobody will ever believe it after 
seeing the film adaptation. 


Billboard Advertising 


The countryside along the New York 
Central tracks leading into New York 
from Albany is now generously adorned 
with billboard announcements of New 
York attractions. 

One of the first to hit the eve‘is the 


advertisement of the Earl Carroll 
Vanities. This particular billboard is 
located quite a distance from New 


York. 

As the city draws nearer there are 
similar billboard displays, some painted 
and others postered, in the interests of 
various attractions belonging to the 
Shuberts and other legitimate producers, 
o say nothing of the many vaudeville 


and big film advertisements, 
latter are mostly at the town limits. 

It is not surprising for the New Yor] 
theaters to be going after trade i; 
this way. 

With Broadway competition becom- 
ing keener every year as a result of the 
steady increase in number of playhouses 
and with theaters depending more and 
more upon the likewise increasing n um- 
ber of visitors to New York, it stands 
to reason that the managers Ad show 
the most enterprise in going after 
patronage will be the most 
get it. 

But if they desire to get real results 
from billboard advertising they will 
have to use more than one or two signs 
for each show. 


Showboat I Publicity 


Edna Ferber’s novel, Showboat S 
brought a pile of excellent aitichy to 
the floating theaters. 

It has aroused both curiosity and 
genuine interest among many who had 
never heard of theaters on the water. 

As a result, the showboats enjoved a

ENERALLY, the law is well estab-

N a recently decided case the pro- 
| prietor of a theater was held respon- 

sible because a lady patron sprained 
her ankle when she_ stepped into a 
broken place in the floor while attempt- 
ng to go to the restroom. It was shown 
to the satisfaction of the court that the 
floor of the theater was defective and was 


a direct cause of the woman's injury. 
In another case a man, who had never 
been in the theater before, stumbled on 
flight of stairs and fell, severely in- 
juring himself. He instituted legal pro- 
ceedings against the theater proprietor 
for damages. The attorney for the thea- 
ter proprietor attempted to relieve him 
of liability by showing that numerous 
other persons had ascended and descended 
steps without injury. But inasmuch 
s the steps were pecularily situated and 
licht was provided to illuminate them 


to an unsuspecting person, the court 
held that the proprietor was negligent 
d therefore liable for the damages. 
In another case the proprietor of a 


theater attempted to relieve himself of 


liability by proving that he had a suf- 

nt number of employees who should 
have inspected the theater thoroly. But 
t court held that the manager of a 


theater acts as the agent of the pro- 
prietor and is duty bound to be certain 
that the cleaners and other employees 

tually inspect the various parts of the 


theater at reasonably frequent periods, 

such as is required to maintain the thea- 

ter in a safe condition for persons to 
¢ 


N the other hand another court de- 
cision shows that a theater proprietor 
is not responsible when a part of a 


theater is damaged and a patron is in- 
jured before the employees have a rea- 
sonable period of time to discover the 


damaged part. 

For example, a patron, While entering 
a theater, was injured by a board which

other person, the proprietor not knowing 
that the board had been misplaced. The 
court held that the proprietor was not 
liable for damages unless he had knowl- 
edge that persons were committing 
depredations or had previously done so. 
However, if it had been clearly shown 
that the board was placed in a dangerous 
position and was left there unobserved by 
the employees for a considerable period, 
then the court may have held the pro- 
prietor was negligent in not removing the 
board from its dangerous position. 

In another case where a piece or iron 
fell from a balcony in a theater and 
broke a shade and chandelier of the 
electric lights, thereby injuring a patron, 
the negligence of the proprietor was pre- 
sumed and the court held that he was 
liable even tho it was shown that the 
electrical equipment of the theater had 
been inspected the day before by the 
electrician who was employed for that 
purpose. 

However, this case might easily have 
been decided in favor of the theater 
proprietor if it could have been shown 
to the satisfaction of the court that the 
piece of iron was caused to fall by con- 
ditions unknown to the proprietor and 
his employees, and that the defects in the 
structure of the theater which caused 
the piece of iron to become loosened from 
its position were of a character undis- 
covered by reasonable and thoro in- 
spection. 

In another case a theater proprietor 
was held responsible for injuries sus- 
tained by a woman who while following 
an usher down the aisle caught her foot 
in a hole in the carpet and fell. The 
court held that the woman had a right to 
follow the usher without watching or 
examining the condition of the carpet in 
the theater to safeguard herself against 
injury. The proprietor proved that the 
aisle was fairly well lighted and at- 
tempted to relieve himself of liability by 
further proving to the court that the 
woman would not have been injured had 
she exercised reasonable care in walking 
forward. The direct reason why the pro- 
prietor was held responsible is that the 
carpet was not in good condition, and 
that it should have been repaired when it 
was discovered in a torn condition by 
the cleaners. Further, the fact that the 
usher had proceeded forward at a rapid 
pace was considered sufficient to assure 
the patron that the carpet was in good 
condition so that a person may walk 
rapidly and without unusual observation. 


N another case where a seat collapsed 
and injured a patron, the theater 
proprietor was held not liable because 
it was shown to the satisfaction of the 
court that the attendants had inspected 


the theater thoroly. Furthermore, the 
injured man was unable to prove that 
the seat was defective, whereby it was 


made to appear that the man himself was 
negligent in throwing his heavy weight 
into the seat without reasonable con- 
sideration that a man of his size should 
be more careful in occupying a theater 
seat than other persons of less and 
normal weight. Probably if the patron 
had been of normal size and weight the 
case may have been decided against the 
proprietor, but under the circumstances 
the court held the injured man was not 
justified in claiming money payments 
from the proprietor. 

Patrons of theaters must exercise rea- 
sonable care and judgment to prevent in- 
jury to themselves. Ordinarily the pro- 
prietor is not responsible for the 
jury of a patron unless it can be shown 
that the proprietor or his attendants 
actually were negligent in some manner 
for the direct or indirect cause of the 
injury. 

An example of this doctrine is given in 
a court decision which held the proprietor 
not liable for injuries sustained by a 
theater patron who put his hand into 
an unguarded electric fan. It was shown 
to the satisfaction of the court that the 
patron was aware of the fact that the 
fan had no guard. Under these condi- 
tions the man was negligent in proteeting 
himself against injury and, therefore, 
could not expect to lay the responsibility 
on the proprietor under the circumstances. 
The injured man attempted to show that 
the theater manager was negligent in not 
providing the fan with a guard. The 
case might have been decided in favor 
of the patron if it could have been proved 
that the proprietor had permitted the 
fan to remain unguarded and the patron 
had accidentally placed his hand in the 
fan, because the theater was ill lighted, 
and that the fan was placed so that the 
injured man was unaware of its presence. 


in- 


HERE is another very common way 

by which a theater proprietor may be 

held liable for damages and that is 
as a result of injury effected to a patron 
by an employee of the theater or other 
attendants while acting within the scope 
of the employment. Not only is the 
theater proprietor responsible for injury 
which may be inflicted on patrons under 
these circumstances, but there is a case 
of record where a proprietor was held 
liable for damages because the holder of 
a ticket was not accorded civil treatment 
by the ticket taker. In deciding this 
case the court held that it is the duty 
of the proprietor of a theater and his 
employees to accord a patron civil treat- 
ment, otherwise the proprietor may be 
held for damages. 

In another case a theater proprietor 
was held responsible because a theater 
attendant directed insu’ting language to 
a spectator who held no tickets of paid 
admission to the theater. The man had 
been invited to attend the theater and,

HERE have been many cases in which 
the responsibility of theater pro- 
prietors are difficult to place. For 
example, a theater owner was held 


L ‘ 
responsible because a f 
on the sill of a 


fire extinguisher 
window feli off and 
struck a patron the head. It was 
shown during the court controversy that 
the fire extinguisher had been dislodged 
several times previously and, therefore, 
the proprietor was deemed negligent in 
not removing the extinguisher from its 
dangerous and unsafe place. If, however 
it could have been proved that the ex- 
tinguisher had not fallen previously to 
the injury, the responsibility may have 
been placed with considerable difficulty. 

In another case where a trapdoor was 
left open and a patron was pushed into 
the open space by the surging crowd, the 


on 


proprietor attempted to show that the 
location of the trapdoor was such that a 
patron would not be ordinarily pushed 


thru if, and that the crowd was the ap- 
proximate of the accident. But 
the court held that the proprietor should 
have been sufficiently observant of the 
safety of the patrons to be aware that 
a crowd of persons leaving a theater was 
likely to utilize unusual parts of the 
theater floor on which to walk to avoid 
a surging crowd 

The responsibility of injury to the 
theater patron, ‘as the result of carless- 
ness by a member of a visiting company, 
also, mav be pl iced to the proprietor of 
the theater 

An example of this is given in a re- 
cently decided case where aq spotlight fell 
ona spectator. It was disclosed that the 
spotlight was being held by an employee 
of the visiting company and an attempt 
was made to relieve the theater pro- 
prietor from liability on the ground that 


cause 


he was not responsible for the acts of 
persons who are in the employee of a@ 


traveling manager. The court held that 


the proprietor was liable for the damages 
inasmuch as the visiting company was 
utilizing the theater for the purpose of 
attracting crowds which paid admission 
fees, a percentage of which money was 
be'ng received by the theater proprietor. 


In another case a theater proprietor 


was sued for damages as the result of 
injuries which were ustained by patrons 
who were struck by a lamp which fell. 
The proprietor was held not liable for 
damages, because the lamp fell thru de- 
fects which were undiscoverable by rea- 


sonable inspections which were regularly 
made by competent employees.

When Wells Hawks first came to 
Broadway, about 25 years ago, tnere was 
a little coterie of newspaper men who 
covered the “street” with its news notes 
of playhouse and players. Hawks was 
then the general press representative for 
Charles Frohman, with his great con- 
stellation of stars, New York theaters 
and traveling companies. Naturally, his 
office was the storm center for news, and, 
quite as naturally, the gathering place 
of the news hunters. In those days among 
the men who were “covering Broadway” 
for the New York papers were Walter 
Prichard Eaton, for The Tribune; John 
Logan, for The Herald; Van Ness Har- 
wood, for The World; Rennold Wolf, 
Walter J. Kingsley and Paul Thompson, 
for The Morning Telegraph; Keats Speed, 
for The News; Adolph Klaubert, for The 
Times; Dan Slattery and Wallace Ham, 
for The Sun, and Gus Dunlop and George 
Cooper, for The American. Nothing the- 
atrical ever escaped them. Hawks had 
the reputation of never going to sleep, 
fearful that something would happen to 
Broadway and he would not know it. A 
fortnight ago Wells Hawks came up from 
Florida for a visit. He met Kingsley 
and they sighed over the changes to their 
old trail. 

“Promise me, Wells,” said Walter 
Kingsley, “that you will go right back to 
Florida, hide yourself and write the real 
story of Broadway.”

Downie To Enlarge 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—Governor An- 
drew Downie is elated with the initial ef- 
fort of his motorized circus and the suc- 
cess the show has met with this season 
thru New York, New Jersey, Maryland 
and Delaware. Turnaways are frequent, 
even in the face of unfavorable weather. 
Skeptical ,circus men have viewed the 
governor's caravan of 53 motor trucks 
and pondered how it would be _ possible 
to get on and off wet and muddy lots, 
but the governor himself has been the 
least perturbed over the motor transit 
problem, which, in reality, has ceased 
to be a problem with him, because the 
show has not missed a single perform- 
ance since taking to the road last spring. 
“Downie Bros.’ Wild Animal Circus has 
been such a success this season that I 
am preparing to enlarge same to 75 
trucks next year,’ remarked Governor 
Downie to a Billboard representative, 
while on a business visit to New York 
City in behalf of enlarging his menag- 
erie and consummating other important 
business negotiations. 

“We are headed south and will return 
to winter quarters at Havre de Grace, 
Md., about the first of December. We ex- 
perienced recently two solid weeks of 
Train, but this did not curtail business to 
any great extent,” continued the Gover- 
nor. 

“Next year we will go out bigger and 
better, with a fleet of 75 trucks, in- 
eluding 10 cages of animals 6n trucks. 
We have followed other circuses into the 
same. territory and literally played to 
capacity business, this being true at Ber- 
lin, Md., and Wiidwood and Lakewood, 
N. J., recently. 

“At first the motor problem seemed 
intricate and out of the question, but 
after seven months’ intensive touring we 
have become reconciled to the motorized 
circus as being both practical and 
profitable, and I predict others will fol- 
low my example before long. 

“You can quote me as saying that T 
would not own another railroad show if 
it was tendered to me,” laughingly em- 
phasized the Governor. “Next season we 
will have five trucks in the advance 
brigade, manned by a crew of 15 men, 
with 16 new stands of paper.” 


Dailies Refuse To Accept 
Opposition Advertisements 


Newspapers are beginning to take a 
hand in circus opposition “wars”, jude- 
ing from _Teports from Florida and 
Georgia points. They are playing a part 
insofar that several dailies in these two 
States have gone on record as refusing 
to accept opposition advertisements. In 
previous seasons it is understood that 
most of these newspapers would accept 
opposition advertisements and not at- 
tempt to censor the wording, as they con- 
sidered it was strictly a battle between 
the opposing shows. 

However, the papers now consider that 

they owe a certain amount of responsi- 
bility to the advertisers and will not 
allow the wording of one ad to detract 
from the value of another, and this in- 
cludes the editing and “cutting” of any 
propaganda in the reading matter. 
Records of the publicity department 
of the Walter L. Main Circus reveal 
that The Jacksonville (Fla.) Journal, 
The Lakeland (Fla.) Star-Telegram, The 
Orlando (Fla.) Morning Sentinel and 
the Bradenton (Fla.) evening newspaper 
refused to accept opposition advertise- 
ments which another circus sought to 
have inserted just before the date of 
exhibition of the Main Circus. The Jack- 
sonville Times-Union and The Orlando 
Reporter-Star demanded that the adver- 
tising copy be edited and the wording 
materially changed before they would 
@ccept the advertisement from the oppo- 
sition circus. 
It has also been reported that The 
Columbus (Ga.) Ledger refused to ac- 
cept an opposition ad to the Christy Cir- 
eus, which was scheduled to run just 
before the Christy date.

Plans Year-Round Schedule 


Huge Pool at Rochester, N. Y., To Be Equipped for Sporting and 
Athletic Events—Ice Skating, Boxing and Wrestling Bouts, 
Tennis and Basket Ball Among Indoor Amusements 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Oct. 9.—The Natatorium at Sea Breeze Park, Rochester's 
Ccney Island, will be placed on a “year-round” basis, with facilities and equipment 


for staging practically ever 


sport and athletic event. 


The first step in transforming the huge pool into an immense sport arena will 
be taken shortly, when refrigerating equipment will be installed. Artificial cooling 


devices will make it possible to freeze 
a smooth sheet of ice over the pool early 
in November. The ice rink will be ideal 
for hockey purposes in addition to offer- 
ing an ideal skating rink far out of 
season. 

Work also will start shortly on a tobog- 
gan slide at the Natatorium. Present 
plans call for the removal of one of the 
most unpleasant features of tobogganing 
—the long hike to the top of the hill. 
The tobaggans will be hauled back by 
light roadsters provided with spiked 
wheels and brought to the top of the in- 
cline by an endless chain device. 

The plant also is ideally suited for box- 
ing and wrestling bouts, and it is planned 
to give a series of 10 boxing exhibitions 
during the 1927 season. For these ex- 
hibitions the pool would be drained, the 
ring placed in the center and deepest 
part of the pool, and the ring-side seats 
arranged on the sloping floor of the pool. 
Temporary seats will be placed on the 
broad ramp surrounding the pool, pro- 
viding, with the permanent bleachers al- 
ready in place, more than 20,000 seats. 
This is a strong fight city, and it is be- 
lieved will stand the importation of boxers 
of national and international renown. 

To make the sports ewents practically 
independent of weather, an envelope roof 
will be placed over the structure, re- 
movable at will, so that the arena and 
pool can be open in suitable weather. The 
covering, together with the artificial 
heating, would make the pool available 
to swimmers beyond the ordinary swim- 
ming season, 

For events that require a smooth 
boarded surface, such as basketball, pro- 
vision will be made by placing a cover 
over the entire pool. Even tennis matches 
could be played above this covering, the 
boards being covered with earth or sod. 

Work will start at once and be pushed 
vigorously. The ice rink, with 37,500 
square feet of skating area, will be ready 
in about six weeks. The toboggan slide 
also will be ready this winter. The roof 
will not be made until spring, in time 
for the series of boxing bouts.

New Park Devices 
Now Being Shaped 
Miller Company Anticipates Busy 


Season With Contracts for 
Modern Equipment 


DETROIT, Oct. 8.—It looks like a busy 
construction season in the amusement 
park world, according to the officials in 
the John A. Miller Company offices here. 
Just now the company is shaping up to 
handle the distribution of the tilt-a-whirl, 
the new Sellner flat ride. This device 
was brought out by Sellner, the water 
sports device manufacturer, in Faribault, 
Minn., and it worked like a charm all 
season in Wildwood Park, St. Paul. ac- 
cording to report. The machine is about 
the diameter of a merry-go-round, hav- 
ing nine arms. At the end of each arm 
is a platform, the arms and platforms 
traveling over a_ circular undulating 
track. A two-seated car is pivoted on 
the platform, and as it travels up and 
down the dips and valleys on the track 
the cars whirl and whip about the fixed 
platform. While the ride is perforce 
smooth, it is terrifically snappy. The 
action of the car is at all times under the 
control of the ride operator. He can 
slow it down or stop its whipping or ro- 
ans by means of a master brake sys- 
em. 


Miller is designing an elaborate new 
layout for the revamping of Mvers Lake 
Park at Canton, O., for the George Sin- 
clair Company. The dome-truss prom- 
enade shelter idea will be carried out in 
the new park and dominate the architec. 
tural treatment. An immense picnic din- 
ing area will be elevated to the second 
floor of the structure, thus making it a 
livable, workable park, rain or shine. 

A coaster of the flange-wheel type with 
a lighter car and structure has recently 
been finished at Fort Dodge faircrounds, 
and the new Peoria fairground park is 
just nicely in commission. In addition to 
the flange-wheel coaster and the new 
dome-truss dance hall at that point Mr.

Park Files Bankruptcy Petition 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Oct. 8.—A _ vol- 
untary petition in bankruptcy has been 
filed in the United States District Court 
at New Haven by the Lordship Company, 
a concern established to operate the bath- 
ing pavilion and dance hall at Lordship 
Beach Park, Stratford, as well as to de- 
velop it into an amusement park. The 
liabilities of the company are set at 
$154,394, while the assets amount to 
$102.52. of which $100 is in real estate 
and $2.52 in cash. 

The company was formed about 10 
years ago and took over about a mile of 
beach front without investing much in 
the property. The liabilities represent 
mortgages, interest and losses suffered in 
the operation of the dance hall and bath- 
ing pavilion, which never was a paving 
proposition.

session of the North Carolina General 
Assembly slipped across an anti-carnival 
bill that came to light first in Shelby 


last week when an agent from the State 
revenue department called on the fair 
association for $300 for license for the 
Nat Rei Shows. The new law, which 
Was put across while the friends of the 
fairs and the carnivals were absent, pro- 
vides for the payment of a license fee of 
$300 for six or more attractions ex- 
hibiti in a county outside of a city and 
$450 ile exhibiting in a city. County 
fairs are not excepted and the license is 
good for but one county. So smoothly 
did the proponents of the measure put 
it thru the two houses Senator Sam ©. 
Lattimore, of Cleveland County. and a 
member of the Cleveland County Fair 
soard of directors, did not know ‘the 
law was on the books until the agent 
appeared to collect the license last week. 

A movement has already been started 
looking toward the repeal of the meas- 
ure, but with no organization to advance 
their interests the law will probably be 
amended only to except county and 
agricultural fairs, and thus another ex- 
eellent carnival State is closed by an al- 
most prohibitive license fee,

attack of the press agent of this carni- 
val company. 

“Now for the true facts in this case. 
In the first place Children’s Day was 
held on Tuesday and not Monday. Due 
to a railroad wreck the show did not 
get to the fairgrounds in time to open 
up before Wednesday, and when I visited 
the grounds in the afternoon some of 
the shows and rides were not then ready 
to open Thousands of persons visited 
the grounds on Sunday and had the car- 
nival company been on the grounds then 
it would have received a vast amount 
of free advertising.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., has an ordi- 
nance which pitchmen find burdensome 
and regard as unreasonable taxation. It 
has been in effect since last August. 
Under the provisions of this measure, if 
you work a window or empty store the 
city exacts a special tax of $25 on each 
$1,000 of gross sales. Bond to insure 
payment of the tax must be filed before 
you open. 


THE NEW LICENSE ordinance of 
Spring City, Pa., affects medicine shows 
to this extent: Section 11. Traveling 
lectures, concerts, theatrical performances 
end other entertainments, $25 a day. The 
ordinance provides, however, that the 
license shall not apply to “any exhibition 
or benefit held for the benefit of any 
church, fraternal organization, fire com- 
pany, American Legion Post or any 
charity.”

Virgina Day on Tuesday had a crowd 
estimated at 25,000; Wednesday, which 
was Richmond Day, the biggest’ day of 
the week, had 70,000. with 40,000 on 
Thursday (Farmers’ Day). and about 
25,000 on Friday. Manager Connie 
Saunders stated that the total attendance 
would be around 200,000 to 225,000 for 
the week. 

The Virginia State Fair ranks as one 
of the foremost fairs of the Southland. 
A number of attractive buildings are lo- 
cated on the grounds, ineluding the grand 
stand, which accommodates 6,000 people, 
with a mile track, that was reduced to 
a half-mile stretch this season. The sum 
of $35,000 was appropriated on races, 
amusements, free acts, bands and fire- 
works this vear. For the coming season 
this appropriation will no doubt be in- 
creased. The budget also calls for new 
buildings and the enlargement of some of 
the present buildings. 

One of the features of the Virginia 
State Fair was the live-stock exhibit. 
Another popular adjunct was the fashion 
show that attracted thousands of ad- 
mirers during the engagement. The agri- 
culture, poultry and food exhibits were 
way in excess of previous years. 

The Bernardi Greater Shows appeared 
for their second annual engagement at 
the fair, and had 28 paid attractions on 
both sides of the attractive midway, with 
50 concessions. The shows and rides 
fared well, especially on Kiddies’ Day, 
when everything went for five cents. 

The World Amusement Service Associa- 
tion offered a well-balanced program of 
free acts, including La Nole Troupe, 
Busang and Fox, Olympia Desval, Three 
Reeds, Cleveland Bonner and Company, 
Swan Ringen, Nathal, Flying Millers, La 
France, Six Belfords, Harry Stevens and 
Company, Long Tack Sam Troupe. Gaul’s 
Band, from Baltimore, furnished the 
music. Edward F. Carrouthers was stage 
manager, and C, Whitson, assistant. 

Serpico’s International Fireworks, from 
Jersey City, under the supervision of 
Samuel Serpico, furnished the pyrotechnic 
display, constituting well-selected sub- 
jects, such as the Statute of Liberty and 
portraitures of great Americans, animals 
of the menagerie and other displays, done 


in changeable mechanical pieces, sup- 
planted with aerial bombs, rockets, col- 
ored spinnel wheels, that won admira- 


tion with a nightly change of program. 

The spacious paddock presented a pleas- 
ing sight when the steeplechase events 
were introduced. 

Harry Hardenbrook’s cookhouse did a 
land-office business. H.C. Moore, manager 
of Follies De Paris, is surrounded by a 
number of “peaches” that were good to 
look at. Ira Nelson, the Coney Island 
highstriker, was on the midway. The 
free acts convplained of the rough con- 
dition of the flooring on the performing 
platform, that made it dangerous for the 
ground workers. Additional dressing 
rooms will be installed next season, which 
is indicative that more acts will be on 
the bill in 1927. 

Max Goodman’s prayers were answered, 
inasmuch as sublime weather prevailed, 
and the strong box of the Fair Trading 
Company was well laden with Richmond's 
shekels, sert Ibberson, the man “who 
never smiles”, with his famous monocle 
and Chesterfieldian attire, made the 
“FFV's” sit up and take notice of the 
unique advertising stunt Bert was spon- 
soring for a New York firm. It went 
over with a “wow”.

A. B. Walkley 


A. B. Walkley, 71, probably 
one of the most famous of dra- 
matic critics of recent years, died 
October 8, at Brightlingsea, Essex, 
England. He had suffered from a 
stroke in the spring and another tn 
the summer, and had been ill mean- 
while. Mr. Walkley had been dra- 
matic eritic of The London Times 
for 2 years and had worked in the 
same capacity on The London Star 
14 years previously, becoming one 
of the best known first-night figures 
of the generation. He had written 
several volumes on matters the- 
atrical, and hid been engaged in 
lively tilts with celebrated drama- 
tists, especially Bernard Shaw, who 
introduced Walkley as a character 
in Fanny's First Play. 

The critic was born in 1855 at 
Bristol, England. In 1877 he en- 
tered the Secretary's office of the 
sritish General Postoffice, and in 
1897 visited the United States as 
secretary of the British delegation 
to the Washington Postal Con- 
gress Despite his entrance into 
the field of dramatic criticism, Mr. 
Walkley continued his connection 
with the postoffice until 1919 

Among the books written by Mr. 
Walkley were Playhouse Impres 
sions, Frames of Mind, Dramatic 


Criticism, Drama and Life, Pas- 
fiche and Prejudice. We married 
Frances Eldridge.

This wouldn’t seem so gross a practice in towns being made by the 
same shows, but it does seem they could leave the small dramatic show 
their stands, or a goodly part of them, in the outlying towns away from 
the circus’ stand, where the smaller is billed.

seems to be the consensus of opinfon 
among critics loyal to Philadelphia. 

While a total attendance of 4,000,000, 
according to official figures, instead of 
the estimated 25,000,900, since the open- 
in June, is held as the principal reason 
for closing the Sesquicentennial Novem- 
ber 30 instead of continuing as has been 
urged, there has been undoubtedly an une 
dercurrent of antagonism that has gradue- 
ally but surely sapped the lifeblood of 
the international exposition. 

The direct cost to the city to date has 
been approximately $15,000,000. Millions 
of dollars were spent in converting 
swamps and barren tracts into a con- 
genial habitation for the Sesqui. When 
the site was selected charges were made 
openly of real estate deals. Transit lines 
had to be improviséd and other hasty 
arrangements had to be made in order to 
keep faith with the opening date. This 
enormous cost proved a handicap from 
the start. 

Too much haste was necessary to open 
the exposition at the appointed time, and 
a blunder was made in throwing open the 
gates to such an important affair before 
half of the buildings were completed, the 
ground in shape or the exhibits set in 
place. Criticism of Mayor Kendrick has 
been made in this matter, because of his 
eagerness to hold the Shriners’ convene 
tion at the Sesqui. The Mayor is being 
accused of insisting on the original plang 
being carried out instead of heeding pleas 
for a dignified and simple celebration of 
the signing of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. 

Opposition on the part of churches and 
Sunday observance bodies was also in- 
strumental in cutting the attendance and 
interest. Muzzling the gladway and in- 
sisting on the observance of blue laws 
insofar as Sunday was concerned were 
other means thot proved menaces to the 
life of the Sesqui. 

Mayor Kendrick claims that the man- 


agement is not to blame for the failure, - 


but lays the gloom hovering over the ex- 
position to a lack of public interest. But 
the charge has been thrown back at the 
mayor that the public which might have 
attended the Sesqui felt the reaction of 
the cold-bloodedness on the part of those 
who would be expected to give the Sesqui 
their whole-hearted support. 
Concessionaires who «paid $5 a square 
foot for space in the buildings have gone 
broke; others have had such a poor re- 
turn they have no further desire to do 
business with Philadelphia politicians. 
Ugly rumors of graft have been heard. It 


seems that the only men who have prof- 
ited by the Sesqui are certain real estate 
men and politicians who got in on the 


ground floor in the eariy stages of the 
exposition. 

Lack of showmanship and misfitting 
officials have been adduced as other rea- 
sons for the failure. Rev. Wm. B. For- 
ney, secretary of the Philadelphia Sab- 
bath Association, is reported to have 
said: “The fact that a man can audit ac- 
counts of a transportation company does 
not qualify him to head an international 
exposition.” 

The experience gained from the Sesqui 
has taught many showmen to be tery 
eareful of future enterprises run by mu- 
nicipalities. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—Relative to 
the observance of the anniversary of the 
birth of George Washington in 1932, an 
early start on the arrangements is being 
urged. The failure of the Sesqui is be- 
ing taken as a precaution against unpre- 
paredness in the undertaking. 


Mather 
George Washington University, said: 
“The anniversary year must be so planned 
and featured that the attention of the na- 
tion is drawn to it. The Sesquicentennial 
Exposition officials in Philadelphia 
counted on 25,000,000 visitors. They fell 
far short. But it is not too much to ex- 
pect that number to visit Washington in 
the 200th anniversary year if proper ar- 
rangements are made.”

Along toward the middle of the last act 
of The Jeweled Tree a withered old man 
said to a beautiful young girl, “Run 
away, run away—you annoy me.” The 
audience howled with delight at this not 
overly-amusing sally, which is proof con- 
clusive that the tale lacks humor, aitho 
there are two old rogues involved in the 
plot who could be uproariously funny if 
given a brand-new set of lines. But Gar- 
rett Chatfield Pier has preferred to keep 
his Egyptian story and his dialog quite 
dull—du!! enough for grand opera with 
only the score and the tragic ending 
lacking. He has endeavored to do an 
artistic job—-give him credit for that— 
but in this particular case his artistic 
attempt will not survive the box-office 
returns. 

This simple littlé narrative of the 
youth Rames, who, acting on the whim 
of King Tut’s widow, goes on a long and 
difficult search for the youth-giving 
fruit of the jeweled tree, would at least 
have been tied up with front-page copy 
had it been produced when the news- 
papers were filled with stories of the 
discovery of Tut’s tomb. But at this 
late date, the long and tedious play is 
merely a curiosity, and it takes a Bar- 
num to properly interest the crowd in a 
curiosity. ‘Tis a pity, too, for some in- 
terestingly bizarre scenery by Willy 
Pogany is one of the decided assets of the 


production. The scene in which a barge 
loaded with lightly-clad dancing girls 
comes upon the stage looks as tho it 


might have been.lifted bodily from the 
Follies, and it is doubtless destined to 
gravitate to the Ziegfeldian revue stage. 
On the opening night, most of the ap- 
plause from an unusually apathetic au- 
dience was for the scenery. 

There isn’t much that one can say 
about the acting of the large, conscien- 
tious company, each member of which is 
farced to act almost as stiff and un- 
natural as tho posing for Egyptian 
hieroglyphics. Briefly, then, one may 
extend palms of appreciation to Leslie 
King, for his accurate portrayal of an 
old man; to Thomas Holding, for making 
a guiding spirit role seem not too ob- 
noxious; to Frank Jamison and Arthur 
Bowyer, for creating an Egyptian ‘“go- 
getter” and his “yes” man; to Walter 


for doing well with the part of 

’ er hero (altho he talks too 
apidly at times), and to Frederica Go- 
ing, who lets her own personality break 
thru the surface of her role. Slightly 
smaller val may be awarded to Reva 
Greenwo.1, as the excessively sweet and 
ingenue-like Ata; to Olive Valerie, the 
Sinister queen who causes all the trouble;

Encouraged by last season's patronage 
of his delicatessen, Richard Herndon of- 
fers another dish of Applesatcce served 
by The Patsy. This time, it is a concoe- 
tion of spaghetti and spuds with the 
usual sauce of sunkist syrup and the 
name of it is a warning to those of 
more cultured = appetite. The sweet 
toothed will swallow it and smack their 
lips over the synthesis. 

Treat ’Em Rough is served up on the 
plate of the Cafe Salvatore. If the New 
York churches could only find aut from 
Frederic and Fanny Hatton where this 
Neapolitan restaurant is located on the 
east side, they certainly would run a line 
of busses from the various New York 
citadels. But the sanctorum, so free 
from the blemishes of “red ink” and 
reality, houses a self-declared cave man 
who threatens to sock in the nose any 
and all little girls who love him. Never 
fear, it is just so much Americanized- 
Italian hot air delivered by Allan Dine- 
hart and it is fanned into love, with 
the capital L, by the piquant brogue and 
blarney of Genevieve Tobin. You know 
that nothing but good can exist in the 
Salvatore anyway because it is presided 
over by the benevolent “big fellow” of 
“little Italy’, William Ricciardi. The 
actors are mentioned in the same breath 
with the characters, due to, the trans- 
parency of the disguise cloaks provided 
by the Hattons, And just as some audiences 
will find joyful warthm in this fanciful 
play, they will find pleasure in the personal 
performances of these three leading play- 
ers. Of conrse, Dinehart might suggest 
a little dialect if he is going to use the 
name of Tony Barudi and Miss Tobin 
might pick up a real brogue instead of 
depending upon a nevertheless effective 
drawl for her Trish. This charming 
bundle of smiles could also vary the notes 
of her laugh a bit. But then, what’s the 
difference? Those delighted will be de- 
lighted enough, and as far as Ricciardi 
is concerned, no more could be asked. His 
role is made to order for his good nature. 

The remainder of tha troupe give 
bountifully of themselves, too, tho they 
have less chance at the center of the 
stage. Some are as comparatively 
pleasing and some are not. Among the 
former are Lois Shore, who converts her 
tiny self into a pitiful waif of the streets 
with the same skilled mimicry she has 
displayed in her various travesties in the 
Grand Street Follies; M. Charles Palazzi, 
giving individuality and added color to 
a conventional organ grinder; Reppo, his 
monkey, in person; Thomas MaclLarnie, 
overcoming the trite lines of a reverend 
Father with his personality, and James 
Manning, Walter Connolly, George Tor- 
rence and John Shanks may be included. 
Robert Dye rattles ont some lively music 
on the piano and Helene Sinnott is at 
least successful with the tricks required 
of her eyes. ‘The other ladies of the en- 
semble, literally speaking, for they rep- 
resent cabaret entertainers, are rather 
unfortunately cast. and Jack Rigo very 
much overdoes a burst of Italian wrath. 

Dineharf’s staging of the piece is none 
too smooth in the itter of positions, en- 
trances, exits and subservience of char- 
acter, but its offenses are not glaring, and 
those who like the play will not mind 
that he has not directed the easiest and 
most natural things P. Dodd Acker- 
man’s single setting fills the bill, if it 

not as distinctive as he usually turns

George S. Kaufman might well be one 
of our best playwrights, or at least one 
of our best collaborators, but he has 
that horrible habit of saying “There, 
that’s good enough to pull ‘em in at the 
box office,” and then washing his hands 
of the rest of the script. 

It has been the same old story of a 
good job unfinished in every case from 
Duley right down the line thru To the 
Indies. Merton of the Movies, Minick and 
The Butter and Eqqgq Man—hits all, but 
not good plays in complete composition. 
The Beggar on Horschack is a possible 
exception, tho that, too, had its slumps. 
This latest collaboration, The Good Fel- 
low, is decidedly and unfortunately not an 
exception. Like the others, it has scin- 
tillating dialog, ironic satire, gorgeous 
burlesque, and—hbefore, between and after, 
it is a sloppy piece of work. Like the 
others, it may be a hit. but it is not a 
good play. There is always that feeling 
that Kaufman might have spent a few 
hours more to cut out the trash, fill up 
the holes and polish it off. He has the 
ability but not the inclination. 


Herman J. Mankiewicz is not to be 
neglected in the credit that goes with the 
golden moments in this comedy about a 
“joiner”, a fraternally-crazed citizen of 
Wilkes-Barre who would be “a member 
of everything with a handshake and a 
sash”. It was very probably his idea and 
furnishes juicy meat for Kaufman's salt 
and biting relish. Most of the condiment 
is spread by Clara Blandick. who, in the 
role of a mother-in-law similar to the one 
in The Show-Off, lays it on deliciously 
thick in expressing her opinion of “benev- 
olent brotherhood’. Not one whit over- 
done, yet playing every line to the hilt 
of its sarcasm, she gives an almost per- 
fect performance that even overshadows 
the show-off, in this case the Good Fel- 
low, who is the Grand Napoleon of the 
Ancient Order of Corsicians, Wilkes-Barre 
Lodge Number One. But the whole cast 
is exceptionally good. 


Jennet Adair, as the neglected and long- 
suffering wife, finds a very human touch 
to impart to her role and she does it not 
only with her well-contrelled voice but 
with the expression of her eyes, the droop 
of her mouth, the movement of her hands 
and in fact her whole being. Ethel Tay- 
lor makes a real characterization of the 
Good Fellow’s daughter, a most unusual 
occurrence in the portrayal of ingenues, 


Against these two somber roles. there 
are the lodge brothers, as motley and 
hilarious a crew as Kaufman has ever 
gathered for his customary ensemble-bur- 
lesques, Remarkably chosen and dra- 
matically capable, Walter Baldwin, Jr.; 
Victor Kilian, Jacob Kingsberry, Morris 
Ankrum, Forrest Zimmer, Earle Crad- 
dock, Robert Burlen, Stanley Andrews, 
Stewart Andrews, W. W. Shuttleworth 
and the neophyte, Lester Neilson, who 
appears before the solemn ritual of the 
Corsicans, are as individually riotous as 
the scenes in which they take part. 
Lester Vail’s satisfactory reading of the 
daughter's moneyed-fiance brings us to 
mention of the Good Fellow himself, 
played with all the robust comedy skill 
of John E. Hazzard, But that product 
of musical comedy, for all his ability to 
fill the windy fat-headed role, misses 
much of the pathos in the character, He 
seems to drop out of his own picture, to 


leave only an image to point at and 
laugh. However, the humor Is what 
counts most in this piece as played. The 


other side of it is where not only Haz- 
zard but the authors have fallen down. 
From the moment it turns to drama and 
frets away from the box-office punch of 
the first and second acts, the play goes 
down hill in situations, dialog and crafts- 
manship. There are in-between inter- 
ludes, too, that sag to mediocrity. The 
staging follows the writing, mostly apt 
and then sadly inept. ;

Tt is doubtful that Deep River will 
appeal to the average theatergoer or 
to the opera patron who may be lured 
to Broadway. Its certain novelty and 
experimental nature, however, should 
cause discussion to keep it going for a 
time. There are moments of merit, too, 
that commend Arthur Hopkins for its 
production and may be inspirational of 
better works further along this line. 

First announcements called the offer- 
ing “a jazz opera”. In the current bill- 
ing, the term “native opera” is used. Both 
are legitimate descriptions in a narrow 
sense, yet rather misleading. True, some 
of the music is jazz in technical matter 
of being four-four time at double tempo 
and in giving the effect of being im- 
provised; there is a mild sort of syncopa- 
tion; some of the secondary strings have 
been replaced by additional wind and 
percussion in the orchestration. But 
it is not jazz in the accepted manner, 
nor even in the higher grade exploited 
by George Gershwin. Neither is its in- 
fluence native pure. Neither is it 
strictly opera thruout the three acts, but 
rather a conglomeration of spoken drama 
with incidental music, ordinary operetta 
and, in the second act only, true grand 
opera, The score contains a touch of 
negro spiritual, motifs of Heru Mande 
and Ah tingonai ya of voodoo origin, 
traces of Puccini, Wagner and Debussy, 
and rhapsodies that are.decidedly Harling 
compositions. 

Laurence Stalling’s libretto also denies 
to an extent both the “opera” and the 
“native”, It contains dialog, certainly 
strange to the confines of the Metropolitan 
Its story deals with the Creoles of the 
New Orleans of 1835, a people of mixed 
Spanish and French blood, an aristocracy 
living in America but quite apart and 
hostile to tne rest of our country exeept 
for the half society they set up for the 
local quadroon women. ‘They figure in 
our history, but their influence is minor. 
One hardly expects to find such a base 
in a piece described as native, but per- 
haps the term is only meant to apply to 
its compo ers, 

For the most part, Deep River is 
leisurely to the point of languor. The 
play is nothing more than an incident 
with local color. Its simple material is 
stretched and stretched, far too much 
for sustained pleasure, and its dramatic 
climaxes in both musie and story are 
lost in faintness, Let alone opera or 
operetta, there is barely enough structure 
for musical comedy (and there is neo 
comedy at all, of course), 

The lyrics in the voodoo scene are in 
a bastard idiom of Congo, Spanish and 
French, but the rest of the words are in 
hinelish and have a deplorable simplicity 
reminding of nursery rhymes Needless 
to say, the idiom is the better suited to 
purpose 

Outstanding among the merits that go 
to counterbalance the weakness in the 
production is the admirable choral work 
which forms the musical background. The 
diminuendo singing of the carefily 
trained ensemble is superior to the usual 
group work to be heard in the legitimaté 
opera While eredit goes to those con 


cerned in this, it must also be said that
